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Accepted Street 
Meets With Protest

Residents of Bayberry Lane, in the 
“Tea Lots Estates,” gathered at the 
Planning Board meeting Tuesday night 
to protest the “ripping up of our street”’ 
by the developer of the Chippy Lane 
three-lot subdivision. 

Bayberry Lane, which was just ac- 
cepted as a public way, will be opened 
for about a week, so that the developer of 
Chippy Lane can tie into the drainage 
system with 380 feet of piping. Residents 
received notification from the developer 
on. .Mother’s Day at the request of the 
Department of Public Works, although 
such notification is not required. 

According to Katherine Aeder, 4 Bay- 
berry Lane, residents had had a great 
deal of difficulty with their developer in 
getting necessary work done and re- 
sorted to hiring a landscaper them- 
selves. Residents are angered by the fact 
that the road will not be fully repaired 
for about a year after the work is done 
due to the need for settling and blacktop- 


ping. 
Those protesting feel that there were 
other drainage possiblites that would not 
warrant the digging in their street, but 
according to Physical Planner Stephen 
Colyer, they were not feasible. One pro- 
posal did not receive the authorization of 
the Conservation Commission and the 
other, draining into a sand-pit, would not 
be advisable because they often become 
clogged and need to be dug out. 
Chairman Michael Houghton ex- 
plained that the developer would have 
preferred other drainage plans too, as 
this system was more expensive. He also 
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commented that ‘‘everyone goes through 
having their street violated at some 
time” but that it is a necessary inconve- 
nience. 

Residents will not be able to get to 
their driveways at different times of day 
during the week-long project, but the 
street will be open for school buses. 

When residents persisted, Houghton 
explained that since Bayberry Lane is 
now a public way, the town has the au- 
thority to authorize such work and the 
_— of Public Works did just 

t. 

Ironically, setting the bond for Chippy 
Lane was on the Planning Board agenda 
for the evening. The board set the bond 
at $11,260. 

The board held a public hearing re- 
garding the “Hearthstone Village’”’ defin- 
itive subdivision plan and special permit 
to cluster. 

Planned are 38 lots on 44.30 acres along 
two cul de sacs off Osgood St., the Grant 
Farm. Water will be drained through the 
property out to a 27-acre abutting wet- 
lands area. 

A site plan review was conducted in 
reference to the “Woodland Park” pro- 
ject for buildings three and five. As re- 
quested, the plans now include a 
separation of a loading area from the 
parking lot and approval of the board 
was recommended by Town Planner 
Laura Hill. The board will vote on this at 
their next meeting. 

The preliminary site plan of ‘Sullivan 
Cirele,”’ which will run of High Plain 
Road where Routes 93 and 495 meet, was 
presented to the board. Three lots will be 
created on six acres of land, one of which 
will have its actual frontage on High 
Plain Road. 

Houghton commented that the board 
will have to look very closely at any

Andover Women From The Civil War Era

The Andover Historical Society joins the town 
in honoring women veterans. 

This article is the first of two on Andover 
women from the Civil War era which may pro- 
vide a historical perspective on the 20th-century 
female veteran. 

President Abraham Lincoln issued a procla- 
mation on April 15, 1861, calling for 75,000 troops 
to meet the armed hostility to the U.S. Govern- 
ment. Five days later Andover organized a mili- 
tary company, and as the town prepared to 
enter the Civil War, the spirit of patriotism per- 
vaded the community. 

Overflowing crowds attended public meetings 
where cheering, hat-waving, applauding towns- 
men pledged their loyal support. Flag-raising 
ceremonies conducted about town caused equal- 
ly-spirited demonstrations. Stirring speeches, 
lively band music and the singing of partriotic 
songs marked every celebration. Military drills 
were a common occurrence which added to the 
public’s enjoyment. 

Seventy-nine Andover men answered that first 
call to war. So did a loyal number of Andover 
women. 

With the formation of a military unit came the 
need to outfit the soldiers and independently of 
the government, the women set about that task. 
They met daily at South Church to sew gar- 
ments and prepare bandages and lint. When the 
79 men left for war, each was provided with a 
hat, towels, handkerchiefs, undergarments and 
supplies for his knapsack. 

As the war continued and the numbers of sick 
and wounded increased, there was an urgent 
need for hospital supplies, food and clothing. 
The U.S. Sanitary Commission, the prototype of 
the American Red Cross, issued an appeal to the 
women of America to meet those needs. They 
were called ‘‘to devote themselves to the sacred 
service of their country’’ and in their homes and 
neighborhoods played a vital role. -

Andover women immediately responded. The 
ladies of Christ Church shipped two large boxes 
containing, among other things, pillows, blan- 
kets and quilts. Barrels of clothing were sent by 
the Ladies’ Charitable Society of South Church 
and the women of West Parish sent two boxes of 
articles and a barrel of hospital supplies. 

An appeal was made to every home for contri- 
butions which were collected at Town Hall and 
forwarded to the sanitaru commission for distri- 
bution. Whether or not they had loved ones serv- 
ing in the war, the townspeople gave their 
enthusiastic support. Wines, jellies, pickles, pre- 
serves and dried apples were sent. Quantities of 
traditional holiday fare were prepared and 
shipped at Christmas, along with handmade 
gifts of mittens and socks. 

The Soldier’s Aid Society, founded in 1863, car- 
ried out the on-going effort of collecting materi- 
al and making articles until the close of the war. 
Every women who could “use the needle’ was 
expected to join the cause, whether she did so in 
her home or at the neighborhood meeting place. 
Money was raised by monthly subscription and 
donation. Additional revenue was realized 
through leves, tea parties and fairs which also 
provided opportunities for social eniovment.

Mass. Children’s Advocacy 
Network Seeks Local Support 


The Children’s Advocacy Network was estab- 
lished in October 1986 as an outgrowth of Child 
Abuse Preventin Month throughout the state of 
Massachusetts. The network is currently a coali- 
tion of 59 child advocacy organizations and 
agencies. Its purpose is to focus the attention of 
the state legislature on children’s needs and mo- 
bilize groups from across the state to lobby for 
the expansion and improvement of children’s 
services and enable today’s youth to develop 
into happy, productive adults and increase their 
future options in life. 

The network endorses efforts in Massachu- 
setts now underway between the Executive Of- 
fice of Human Services, the Department of 
Education and other agencies to plan and coor- 
dinatte the delivery of services to students who 
need them. The new organization is headquar- 
tered at 43 Mt. Vertion St., Boston. 

Included in its fast-growing membership are 
such agencies as the Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, the Bos- 
ton Children’s Service Association, the Massa- 
chusetts Human Services Coalition, New 
England Home for Little Wanderers, Unted Way 
of Massachusetts, Boston University School for 
Social Work, Junior League of Boston, The Mas- 
sachusetts Council of Churches and National As- 
sociation of Social Workers, Mass. Chapter. 

Andover State Representative Susan C. Tuck- 
er, member of the education committee for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, is one of 92 
legislative sponsors. The education committee 
has 11 house members and six senate members. 

One of the many bills the network is currently 
focusing on is H. #4825, Comprehensive Health 
Education in Public Schools, sponsored by Rep. 
Barbara Hildt of Amesbury and supported by 
Tucker. This legislation would establish a pro- 
gram in the department of education to provide 
grants to school systems who wish to start up 
programs to educate adolescents on the hazards 
of teen pregnancy which in our state affects 
thousands of teenage parents who must rely on 
public assistance to support their new families. 
Fourteen percent of all children throughout the 
Commonwealth live below the poverty line. 

This bill also addresses the annual statewide 
school dropout rate, currently estimated at 20 
percent. This is approximately the same per- 
centage of the adult population thought to be 
functionally illiterate. It also includes education 
on the use of illicit drugs. The proposed legis- 
lation would establish a program in the depart- 
ment of education to provide grants to schools 
who wish to start comprehensive programs. H. 
#4825 is unanimously backed by a state-wide ad- 
visory council to the department of education, 
which is chaired by Robert Sundberg of And- 
over. 

Studies have shown that prevention and early 
intervention are highly effective in reducing the 
incidence of problems such as teen pregnancy, 
interpersonal violence and substance abuse.

Prevention is.far less expensive than corrective 
treatment. Action is long overdue and despera- 
tely needed. 

The proposed legislation will require a state 
council to guide the t of education in 
the administration of a comprehensive health 
education counseling services discretionary 
grant program. This program is ed to pro- 
vide resources for any public school in its cur- 
riculum. All proposals for grants would be 
required to include plans for providing pro- 
grams to students in grades K-12 and would in- 
clude counseling services, health and human 
services and classroom-oriented discussion. 

Prior to submitting its application, a school 
system would appoint an advisory council of ed- 
ucators and citizens to assess local problems 
and needs and make program recommendations 
to their school departments. Applicants would 
be required to outline a plan for district-wide 
needs assessment and valuation. 

The Department of Education has a $400,000 
budget in the 1987 fiscal year to fund model pro- 
grams around the state. The Governor’s budget 
calls for the same level of funding. 

The Massachusetts Children’s Advocacy Net- 
work recommends increasing this account to 
$2,000,000 in order to fund many more of these 
programs.

Any individuals or groups interested in form- 
ing a local unit of the advocacy network may 
contact Mrs. Robert (Joyce) H. Stier, Jr. of 
Andover. She is a staff volunteer with the Boston 
Children’s Service Association, a non-profit 
agency caring for children since 1800. This agen- 
cy has been significantly involved with the for- 
mation of the state-wide advocacy network 
which held its annual Children’s Advocacy Day 
on Wednesday, April 29, at a heavily-attended 
meeting in Gardner Auditorium at the State 
House. Nancy Amidei, nationally known child 
advocate; Hubie Jones, dean of Boston Universi- 
ty School of Social Work; and Josephus Long, 
president of the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to children were among 
the speakers. 

Stier, a member of the board of directors of 
the Unitarian Universalist Church of Andover, 
notes that involved citizens “‘will be rewarded in 
the knowledge that you, as an individual, are 
making a real difference on behalf of the chil- 
dren of Massachusetts and, subsequently, the 
quality of life for future generations.”

An enhancement of the wedding reception ex- 
perience presented at the 1784 Federal mansion 
will be offered in twe exhibits at the nearby his- 
torical society, 153 Academy Road. One features 
the fashion dolls attired in high style Victorian 
wedding dress from the collection of John Bur- 
bidge, wedding dress designer of Priscilla’s of 
Boston. The viewer will learn about the opulent 
garments of silk and satin and the fully engi- 
neered undergarments which gave the Victorian 
dresses their line and the ladies their fainting 


spells. 

The other exhibit, which utilizes the costumes, 
photographic and archival collections of the his- 
torical society, includes wedding accounts as 
well as information about several of the local 
persons, homes and families of those whose 
wedding dresses are displayed at the Kittredge 
farm. They include: Dr. Joseph Kittredge II, 
who married Henrietta Watson in 1847 and lived

Examined By 
Zoning Board

Although the Zoning Board of Appeals 
had what would normally be considered 
a hefty case load of seven hearings last 
Thursday night, the monthly regular 
meeting of the board lasted only one and 
a half hours. None of the petitions before 
the board this month drew fire from 
abuttors, so business was conducted 
more swiftly than usual. 

The petition of most community-wide 
interest was that of Gwen B. Hendrick to 
operate a day care center with more 
than six children in a residential district. 

Hendrick explained that she would like 
to erect a one-story building on property 
at 511 South Main St., behind the current- 
ly existing home. The existing structure 
is in extreme disrepair, but Hendrick 
plans on refurbishing it so that her 
daughter may live there. 


The new building would serve as a day 
care center for up to 80 children, with 25 
parking spaces alloted for the business 
portion of the property. The lot’s proxim- 
ity to Routes 125 and 93 make it even 
more attractive in a town whose day 
care needs are not nearly being met— 
according to recent surveys. 

The parcel consists of two acres with 
200 feet of frontage on South Main St., so 
technically, the building is allowed, but 
the operation of a daycare center in the 
Single Residence C district must have 
permission of the Zoning Board. 

Acting Chairman Jane Griswold com- 
mented on the plans saying that this was 
the best plan Hendrick had brought to 
the board yet. Hendrick has been before 
them on several other occasions with

Andover is in the throes of a dilemma, faced as it is 
with the increasing applications for comprehensive 
permits to develop housing units, most of which are 
concentrated in the West Andover area. 

The problem centers on the fact that there is a defi- 
nite need to provide affordable housing in Andover for 
young people just starting out or retired persons on 
fixed incomes. 


But with the increasing numbers of units being pro- 
posed, the town must also consider the impact such 
devel will have on municipal services. 

As of the moment the town boards and commissions 
have under consideration roughly 762 units, with more 
on the horizon. 

Most of these are concentrated in what is roughly 
considered the West Andover area. There is a recent 
application making its way through the review proc- 
ess inyolving 139 units in the former Ballardvale mills 
property. : ; 

Naturally there has been neighborhood objection to 
most all of the proposals. Such could be expected, 
since it follows the pattern of agreeing with a need as 
long as the satisfying of that need doesn’t wind up in 
my back yard. 

But, it seems that the problem is more than just a 
neighborhood objection. It is community involvement 
in the sense that there shoul examination of what 
effect almot 800 additional units, with more to come, 
will have on such services as public safety response in 
emergencies, water and sewer services and, of course,
